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SUBJ: SECURITY COUNCIL DEBATE ON SOUTH AFRICA

1 . AMBASSADOR JAIPAL CALLED USUN OFFICER HIRSCH ON 
APRIL 7 AT 0745 HOURS TO INFORM HIM OF THE OUTCOME OF 

HIS CONSULTATIONS WITH HAARRIMAN, SALIM AND KAMANA THE 
PREVIOUS EVENING REGARDING THE SECURITY COUNCIL DEBATE 
ON SOUTHERN AFRICA. HE REQUESTED THAT THEIR COLLECTIVE 
RECOMMENDATION (BELOW) BE PASSED ON TO AMBASSADOR YOUNG 
AND THAT THEY BE INFORMED OF OUR REACTION TO THEIR 
PROPOSAL. THE FOLLOWING REPRESENTS THE SHARED JUDGEMENT 
OF THE FOUR UN PERMREPS. 

2. JAIPAL SAID THAT THEIR COLLECTIVE VIEW WAS THAT 
NEGOTIATIONS ON THE DRAFT DECLARATION OUGHT TO BE 
CONTINUED UNTIL AGREEMENT IS REACHED. THE TIME HAS 
COME FOR INTENSIVE NEGOTIATIONS BETWEEN THE WESTERN 
FIVE AND ALL THE NON-ALIGNED MEMBERS OF THE SECURITY 
COUNCIL TO TRY TO NARROW DOWN THE REMAINING DIFFERENCES 
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ON THE DRAFT DECLARATION. 

3. THE THREE AFRICAN MEMBERS OF THE SECURITY COUNCIL, 

JAIPAL OBSERVED, HAVE ALLOWED THEMSELVES TO BE USED BY 
THE AFRICAN GROUP, AND PARTICULARLY BY THE SOUTH 
AFRICAN LIBERATION MOVEMENTS. THE AFRICAN GROUP "HAS 
CALLED THE TUNE FOR TOO LONG." IN ORDER TO BREAK OUT 
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OF THE PRESENT IMPASSE, THE PATTERN OF NEGOTIATIONS 
LIMITED TO THE WESTERN FIVE AND THE THREE AFRICAN MEM- 
BERS OF THE COUNCIL HAS TO BE DROPPED. 

4. JAIPAL CONTINUED THAT THE OTHER NON-ALIGNED MEMBERS 
OF THE COUNCIL HAVE TO PLAY A MORE ACTIVE ROLE THAN 
THEY HAVE DONE SO FAR. UP TO NOW. THEY HAVE ONLY BEEN 
CONSULED; THEY MUST NOW BECOME ACTIVE MEMBERS OF THE 
NEGOTIATING PROCESS. INDIA, PAKISTAN, ROMANIA AND 
VENEZUELA MUST NOW "DISCHARGE THEIR RESPONSIBILITY" 

IN ATTEMPTING TO WORK OUT A COMPROMISE LANGUAGE FOR 
A DRAFT DECLARATION. IF ALL THE NON- AT ,1 .IGNF.D MEMBERS 
OF THE COUNCIL AND THE WESTER FIVE CAN REACH AGREE-. 
MENT, IT THEN WILL BE EASIER FOR THE THREE AFRICAN 
MEMBERS TO SEEK THE APPROVAL OF THE AFRICAN GOUP AS A 
WHOLE. 

5. THE OBJECTIVE OF EXPANDED NEGOTIATIONS OUGHT TO BE 
THE REPLACEMENT OF THE WESTERN AMENDMENTS WITH NEW 
FORMULATIONS TO BE DRAFTED BY THE WESTERN FIVE AND THE 
NON-ALIGNED MEMBERS WORKING TOGETHER. THE ONLY ONES 
WHO WOULD NOT BE ASKED TO PARTICIPATE IN THESE DIS- 
CUSSIONS, JAIPAL SAID, WOULD BE THE SOVIET UNION AND 
CHINA. THE PREMREPS OF NIGERIA, TANZANIA AND ZAMBIA, 

HE CONTINUED, WOULD BE PREPARED TO WORK BEHIND THE 
SCENES ALTHOUGH THEY COULD NOT TAKE A FORMAL ROLE IN 
THE NEGOTIATIONS. 

6. JAIPAL SAID THAT THE FOUR UN REPS HAVE AGREED TO 
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CARRY OUT LOBBYING EFFORTS HERE TO TRY TO KEEP OPEN 
THE POSSIBILITY OF FURTHER NEGOTIATIONS ON THE DECLAR- 
ATION. HE DID NOT THINK, HOWEVER, THAT THEY WOULD 
DO ANY SUBSTANTIVE WORK FROM HERE ON THE TEXT. IT 
WAS IMPORTANT TO MAINTAIN WHAT HE CHARACTERIZED AS THE 
"INTEGRITY OF THE EFFORT" IN NEW YORK. UNLESS BY SOME 
REMOTE CHANCE AGREEMENT HAS BEEN REACHED IN THE APRIL 
6 DISCUSSIONS, THE FOUR REPS HOPE THAT AMBASSADOR 
YOUNG WILL BE ABLE TO DELAY FURTHER NEGOTIATIONS UNTIL 
THEY RETURN TO NEW YORK. 

7. USUN OFFICER ALSO DISCUSSED SUBSTANCE OF YOUNGS 
LETTER WITH AMBASSADOR JACKSON (GUYANA) ON THE EVENING 
OF APRIL 6. JACKSON SAID HE WOULD DISCUSS THE SITUATION 
WITH THE OTHERS WHOM WE HAVE CONSULTED. 
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
